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The United States Digtrict Court for the Eastern Digtrict of Missouri, in furtherance of itsinherent
power and responsibility to supervise the conduct of attorneys who are admitted to practice beforeit, or
admitted for the purpose of a particular proceeding (pro hac vice), promulgates the following Rules of
Disciplinary Enforcement superseding dl previous loca Rules or adminigtrative orders pertaining to

disciplinary enforcement.



Rulel -- Attorneys Convicted of Crimes.

A. Uponthefiling with thiscourt of acertified copy of ajudgment of conviction demondrating
that any attorney admitted to practice before this court hasbeen convicted in any court of the United States,
or the Digtrict of Columbia, or of any State, territory, commonwedth, or possession of the United States
of aseriouscrimeashereinafter defined, the court may enter an order immediatdly suspending thet attorney,
whether the conviction resulted from a plea of guilty, or nolo contendere or from a verdict after trid or
otherwise, and regardless of the pendancy of any gpped, until fina disposition of adisciplinary proceeding
commenced upon such filing. A copy of an order of sugpenson shdl be served immediately upon the
attorney. Upon good cause shown, the court may set aside such order when it isin the interest of justice

to do so. "Conviction" includes suspended imposition of sentence and comparable dispositions.

B. The term "serious crime’ shdl indlude any felony and any lesser crime anecessary dement
of which, as determined by the statutory or common law definition of such crime in the jurisdiction where
the judgment was entered, involvesfad se swearing, dishonesty misrepresentation, fraud, willful falluretofile
income tax returns, deceit, bribery, extortion, misappropriation, theft, or an attempt, conspiracy, or

licitation of another to commit a" serious crime.”

C. A certified copy of a judgment of conviction of an atorney for any crime shdl be
conclusive evidence of the commisson of that crime in any disciplinary proceeding indtituted againgt thet

attorney based upon the conviction.



D. Upon the filing of acertified copy of ajudgment of conviction of an attorney for aserious
crime, the court shdl in addition to suspending that attorney in accordance with the provisons of thisRule,
refer the matter to counsd appointed pursuant to Rule X for the commencement of a disciplinary
proceeding before the court, in which the sole issue to be determined shall be the extent of the fina
discipline to be imposed as aresult of the conduct resulting in the conviction, provided that a disciplinary

proceeding so indtituted will not befind until dl appeds from the conviction are concluded.

E Upon thefiling of a certified copy of ajudgment of conviction of an attorney for a crime
not condtituting a "serious crime’, the court may refer the matter to gppointed counsd for action counsd

may deem warranted, including the indtitution of a disciplinary proceeding before the court.

F. Anétorney suspended under the provisonsof thisRulewill bereinstated immediately upon
the filing of a certificate demondrating that the underlying crimina conviction has been reversed on goped,

but the reingtatement will not terminate any disciplinary proceeding then pending againgt the atorney.



Rulell -- Discipline Imposed By Other Courts.

A. Any atorney admitted to practice before this court shdl, upon being disciplined by any
other court of the United States or the District of Columbia, or by a court of any State, territory,
commonwedth or possession of the United States, promptly inform the Clerk of this court of such action.
The court may dso initiate an investigation upon information from any other reliable sourcewhich indicates

an atorney has been disciplined in another jurisdiction.

B. After obtaining a certified or exemplified copy of ajudgment or order demongtrating that
an attorney admitted to practice before this court has been disciplined by another court, this court shal

forthwith issue a notice directed to the attorney containing:

1 acopy of the judgment or order obtained from the other court; and

2. an order to show cause directing that the attorney inform this court within
30 days &fter the service of that order upon the attorney, persondly or by
mal, of any clam by the atorney predicated upon the grounds set forth
in (D) hereof that the imposition of the identica discipline by this court

would be unwarranted and the reasons therefor.

C. Inthe event the discipline imposed in the other jurisdiction has been stayed there, any

reciproca discipline imposed in this court shal be deferred until such stay expires.



D. Uponthe expiration of 30 daysfrom service of the noticeissued pursuant to the provisons
of (B) above, this court may impose the identical discipline unless the respondent-attorney demongtrates,
and this court finds:

1 that the procedure in the other jurisdiction was so lacking in notice or

opportunity to be heard asto congtitute a deprivation of due process, or

2. that there was such an infimity of proof establishing the misconduct as to
gve rise to the clear conviction that this court could not, consstent with
its duty, accept as fina the concluson of the other jurisdiction on that

subject; or

3. that the impaosition of the same discipline by this court would result in

graveinjustice; or

4, that the misconduct established is deemed by this court to warrant
substantialy different discipline
Where this court determines that any of these dements exigt, it may enter such other order as it deems
appropriate.

E Inal other respects, afind adjudication in another court that an attorney has been guilty
of misconduct shdl establish conclusively the acts of the attorney cong stituting the misconduct for purposes
of adisciplinary proceeding in the court of the United States.

F. Thiscourt may at any stage gppoint counsel pursuant to Rule X to prosecute a disciplinary

proceeding based on misconduct that has resulted in discipline of an attorney by another jurisdiction.



Rulelll -- Disbarment on Consent or Resignation in Other
Courts.

A. Any attorney admitted to practice before this court who is disbarred on consent or resigns
from the bar of any other court of the United States or the Didtrict of Columbia, or from the bar of any
state, territory, commonwedlth or possession of the United States while an investigation into alegations
of misconduct is pending, shal, upon the filing with this court of a certified or exemplified copy of the

judgment or order accepting such disbarment on consent or resignation, be disbarred by this court.

B. Upon such filing, the court shall order that the attorney’s name be stricken from the roll of
attorneys admitted to practice before this court. Failure by an attorney to file another court's order
accepting disbarment on consent or resignation as required by this rule may result in additiona sanctions

agang an atorney.



RulelV -- Standardsfor Professonal Conduct.

A. For misconduct defined in these Rules, and for good cause shown, and after notice and
opportunity to be heard, any attorney admitted to practice before this court may be disbarred, suspended
from practice before this court, reprimanded or subjected to such other disciplinary action as the

circumstances may warrant.

B. Conduct of an attorney admitted to practice before this court, which violates the Code of
Professiona Respongbility adopted by thiscourt may be groundsfor discipline, whether or not the conduct
occurred in thisjurisdiction or in the course of an attorney-client relaionship. The Code of Professond
Responsbility adopted by this court is the Code of Professona Responsibility adopted by the Supreme
Court of Missouri as amended from time to time by that court, except as otherwise provided by specific

Rule of this court.



RuleV -- Disciplinary Proceedings.

A. When misconduct or alegations of misconduct which, if substantiated, would warrant
discipline of an attorney admitted to practice before this court shal cometo the atention of aJudge of this
court, whether by complaint or otherwise, and the applicable procedureisnot otherwise mandated by these
Rules, thejudge may refer the matter to counsel appointed under Rule X for investigation and prosecution

of aformal disciplinary proceeding or theformulation of such other recommendation asmay beappropriate.

B. Should counsd concludeafter investigation and review that aformal disciplinary proceeding
should not beinitiated againgt the respondent-attorney for any valid reason, counsd shal filewith the court
arecommendation for disposition of the matter, whether by dismissal, admonition, deferral, or otherwise,

etting forth the bass for the decision.

C. To initiate forma disciplinary proceedings under these Rules, counsel shall seek an order
of this court upon ashowing of probable cause requiring the respondent-attorney to show cause within 30
days after service of that order upon that attorney, persondly or by mail, why the attorney should not be
disciplined. Except as otherwise provided in these Rules, the proceedings and al filings in this court in

every disciplinary case shdl be matters of public record, unless ajudge orders otherwise.

D. Upon the respondent-attorney's answer to the order to show cause, if amateria issue of
fact israised or the respondent-attorney wishesto be heard in mitigation, this court may set the matter for
hearing before one or more judges of this court. If the disciplinary proceeding is predicated upon the

complant of ajudge of this court, the hearing shdl be conducted before a pand of three other judges of



this court appointed by the Chief Judge, or, if there are lessthan three judges digibleto serve or the Chief

Judge is the complainant, by the Chief Judge of the Court of Appeasfor thiscircuit, or his desgnee.



Rule VI - Disbarment on Consent While Under Disciplinary
Investigation or Prosecution

A. Any atorney admitted to practice before this court who is the subject of an investigation
into, or a pending proceeding involving, alegations of misconduct may consent to disbarment, but only by
filing an affidavit Sating that the attorney desires to consent to disbarment and that:

1. the attorney's consent is freely and voluntarily rendered; the attorney is

not being subjected to coercion or duress; the atorney isfully aware of

the implications of so consenting;

2. the atorney is aware that there is a pending investigation or proceeding
involving dlegations that grounds exist for the atorney's discipling, the

nature of which the atorney shdl et forth;

3. the atorney acknowledges that the materid facts
s0 dleged are true; and

4, the attorney so consents because the attorney knows that if charges were
predicated upon the matters under investigation, or if the proceeding were

prosecuted, the allegations could not successfully be defended.

B. Uponrece pt of the required affidavit, thiscourt may enter an order disbarring theattorney.
C. The order disbarring the attorney on consent shall be amatter of public record. However,
the affidavit required under the provisons of this Rule shdl not be publicly disclosed

or made available for usein any other proceeding except upon order of the court.



RuleVII -- Reinstatement.

A. After Disbarment or Suspension. Anattorney suspended from practicein thiscourt for
three months or less shdl be automaticaly reingtated at the end of the period of suspension upon thefiling
with the court of an affidavit of compliance with the provisons of the order. An attorney suspended for
more than three months or disbarred may not

resume practice until reinstated by order of this court.

B. Time of ApplicationsFollowing Disbar ment. Anattorney whohasbeendisbarredafter
hearing or by consent may not gpply for reingatement until the expiration of at leest five years from the
effective date of the disharment. When disbarment has resulted from conviction of any felony, an attorney
may not apply for reinstatement until after the date of successful completion of any sentence including a
period of probation or supervised release, or until the expiration of five (5) years from the effective date

of the disharment, whichever dateislater.

C. Hearing on Application. Petitionsfor reinstatement by adisbarred or suspended attorney
under thisRule shdl befiled with the Chief Judge of thiscourt. Upon receipt of the petition, the Chief Judge
may refer the petition to counsel gppointed under Rule X and may assign the matter for hearing before one
or morejudges of thiscourt, provided however that if the disciplinary proceeding was predicated upon the
complant of ajudge of thiscourt the hearing shal be conducted before apand of three other judges of this
court gppointed by the Chief Judge, or, if there are less than three judges digible to serve or the Chief

Judge wasthe complainant, by the Chief Judge of the Court of Appedsfor thiscircuit. Thejudgeor judges



assigned to thematter shal within 30 days after referrd schedule ahearing a which the petitioner shdl have
the burden of demonstrating by clear and convincing evidence that he has the mord qudifications,
competency and learning in the law required for admisson to practice law before this court and that his
resumption of the practice of law will not be detrimentd to the integrity and standing of the bar or to the
adminigration of justice, or subversive of the public interest.

D. Duty of Counsdl. Indl proceedingsupon apetition for reinstatement, cross-examination
of the witnesses of the petitioner-attorney and the submission of evidence, if any, in oppodtion to the

petition shal be conducted by counsel gppointed under Rule X.

E Deposit for Costs of Proceeding. Petitions for reinstatement under this Rule shdl be
accompanied by an advance cost deposit in an amount set by the court to cover anticipated costs of the
reingatement proceeding, including feesof counsd gppointed by thecourt. Disbursementsfromthedeposit

shall be made as ordered by the court at the conclusion of the proceedings

F. Conditions of Reinstatement. If the petitioner isfound unfit to resume the practice of
law, the petition shdl be dismissed. If the petitioner isfound fit to resume the practice of law, the judgment
shdl reingate him, provided that the judgment may make reingatement conditiona upon the payment of
al or part of the costs of the proceedings, and upon the making of partial or complete restitution to parties
found to have been harmed by petitioner's conduct which led to the suspension or disbarment. If the
petitioner has been suspended or disbarred for five years or more, reinsgtatement may be conditioned, in
the discretion of the judge or judges before whom the matter is heard, upon the furnishing of proof of
competency and learning in the law, which proof may include certification by the bar examiners of a state

or other jurisdiction that the attorney has successfully completed an examinationfor admissonto practice



subsequent to the date of suspension or disbarment.

G. Successive Petitions. No petition for rengatement under this Rule shdl befiled within

one year following an adverse judgment upon a petitionfor reinstatement filed by or on behdf of the same

person.



Rule V111 - Attorneys Specially Admitted.

Whenever an attorney gppliesto be admitted or isadmitted to thiscourt for purposesof aparticular
proceeding (pro hac vice), the attorney shall be deemed thereby to have conferred disciplinary jurisdiction
uponthis court for any aleged misconduct of that attorney arising in the course of, or in the preparation for

such proceeding, no matter where the attorney's conduct may occur.



Rule X -- Service of Papersand Other Notices.

Service of an order to show cause indtituting a forma disciplinary proceeding shal be made by
persona service or by registered or certified mail addressed to the respondent-attorney at the address
shownintheroll of attorneys of this court, or on pleadingsfiled by the attorney in apending case. Service
of any other papers or notices required by these Rules shdl be made by mail to the respondent-attorney
at the address shown on the roll of attorneys or the addressindicated in the most recent pleading or other

document filed by the attorney in a pending case.



Rule X -- Appointment of Counsdl.

Whenever counsdl is to be gppointed pursuant to these Rules to investigate dlegations of
misconduct, or to prosecute disciplinary proceedings, or in conjunction with a reinstatement petition filed
by adisciplined atorney, this court shal gppoint as counsd the disciplinary agency of the Supreme Court
of Missouri,unless the disciplinary agency of another court has jurisdiction. If the disciplinary agency
declines gppointment, or such gppointment is clearly ingppropriate, this court may gppoint as counse one
or more members of the bar of this court to investigate dlegations of misconduct or to prosecute
disciplinary proceedings under these Rules. The respondent-attorney may moveto disqudify an attorney
so gppointed upon a showing of good cause. Counsel, once appointed, may not withdraw unless

permission to do so is given by this court.



Rule X1 -- Duties of the Clerk.

A. Upon being notified that an attorney admitted to practice before this court has been
convicted of any crime, the Clerk of this court shdl determine whether the clerk of the court in which such
convictionoccurred hasforwarded acertificate of such convictiontothiscourt. If acertificate hasnot been

30 forwarded, the Clerk of this court shal promptly obtain a certificate and file it with this court.

B. Upon being notified that an attorney admitted to practice before this court has been
subjected to discipline by another court, the Clerk of this court shal determine whether a certified or
exemplified copy of the disciplinary judgment or order has been filed with thiscourt, and, if not, the Clerk

shdl promptly obtain a certified copy of the disciplinary judgment or order and file it with this court.

C. Whenever any attorney who is convicted of any crime, disbarred, suspended, censured,
or disharred on consent by this court, is admitted to practice law in any other jurisdiction or before any
other court, the Clerk of this court shdl tranamit to the disciplinary authority in such other jurisdictions, a
certificate of the conviction or acertified copy of thejudgment or order of disbarment, suspension, censure,

or disbarment on consent, as well as the last known office and residence address of the attorney.

D. The Clerk of this court shdl promptly notify the Nationa Discipline Data Bank operated
by the American Bar Association of any order imposing public discipline upon any atorney admitted to

practice before this court.



Rule X1 -- Jurisdiction.

Nothing contained in these Rules shdl be congtrued to deny to any judge of this court such inherent
powers as are necessary to maintain control over judicid proceedingsincluding initiation of civil or crimina
contempt proceedings, or imposition of sanctions pursuant to any gpplicable authority, againgt an atorney

gppearing in an action in this court.



Rule X111 -- Effective Date.

These Rules shal become effective on January 1, 1996, provided that any forma disciplinary
proceeding then pending before this court shall be concluded under the procedure exiting prior to the

effective date of these Rules.
